As a result of this request, and in an attempt to 
answer Mr. Stern's questions and thereby avoid another law suit 
against the FBI, he was invited to visit FBI Headquarters where 
he was briefed by Messrs. Franck and Mintz (See attached 
R. R. Franck to Mr. Jenkins memorandum dated 4-12-74 and cap- 
tioned, "Carl L. Stern, NBC News, Freedom of Information Act 
Matter) . 

Subsequently, by letter to Mr. Franck dated 4-15-74, 
a copy of which is attached, Mr. Stern, at the suggestion of 
his bureau chief, proposed that, in satisfying his obligation 
to seek primary sources (1) he be shown the original documents 
relating to the Rabble Rouser Index, although these documents 
would remain in the custody and control of the FBI; and, 

( 2 ) if these documents merely cover the information he received 
in his briefing, the request be dropped; if the documents do 
not, he can make an informed judgment as to whether they are 
worth suing f or . ^ ^ 7 7 f ^ _ JPp 

By letter to the Director dated 5-22-74, Mr. stern 
reiterated his desire to obtain the information requested in 
his 3-19-74 letter notwithstanding the information he was ^

CURRENT DEVELOPMENTS : 

After reviewing Bufile 157-7782, it was determined 
that the following described documents would answer the ques- 
tions posed in Mr. Stern's letter of 3-19-74 and as a result 
of his 4-12-74 briefing: 

(1) Page 2 of SAC Letter 67-47 dated 8-4-67, 
captioned, "Rabble Rouser Index (Subversive 
Control)." (Establishment of Rabble Rouser 
Index) 

(2) Page 6 of SAC Letter 67-70 dated 11-28-67 
captioned, "Rabble Rouser Index." (Expansion 
of Rabble Rouser Index to include local agitators) 

(3) Bulet to Albany dated 3-21-68 captioned, 

"Agitator Index." (Changing name of Rabble !(A 

Rouser Index to Agitator Index) t 

(4) Page 8 of SAC Letter 71-17 dated 4-27-71 / 

captioned, "Agitator Index." (Discontinuance /

From a reading of these documents, it would appear 

I that we could not show Mr. Stern the original documents; 
however, we could allow him to see deleted copies of these 
documents. It is also noted that Mr. Stern was advised during 
his briefing that, since the Rabble Rouser Index has been dis- 
continued, we were unable to tell him how many persons were 
listed thereon. <*• 


This matter was discussed with representatives of the 
Intelligence Division who indicated they would oppose voluntarily 
making these documents available to Mr. Stern, even though we 
maintained control and custody of same. These officials stated, 
however, should Mr. Stern be afforded access to these documents, 
that he should be treated as any other FOIA requester and copies 
thereof should be mailed to him. i/. 


In reviewing Mr. Stern's request, which is merely to 
look at the original source documents and thereby verify state- 
ments made to him during the 4-12 meeting, it is felt that if we 
could invite Mr. Stern to FBI Headquarters to view these documents,

thereby maintaining custody and control over them, we would not 
be put into the position of going on record by writing to him. 

At the same time, we could satisfy his desire for primary source 
material and avoid future litigation for access to these documents. 
In addition, the rapport which was established with Mr. Stern 
during his briefing on 4-12-74 could be further nurtured and 
Bureau representatives who are in frequent contact with 
representatives of the press would have an opportunity to 
establish further rapport through this personal contact with 
him. w 

RECOMMENDATIONS : 

1. That the attached four documents, with deletions, 
pertaining to the Rabble Rouser Index be approved for inspection 
by Carl Stern. 


2. Upon approval of recommendation 1, a representa- 
tive of the External Affairs Division telephonically contact 
Mr. Stern, telephone number (202) 362-4000, and invite him 
to FBI Headquarters to view the Rabble Rouser Index documents 
in accordance with his 3-19 and 4-15 letters, t*-

On June 4, 1974, at the Director's invitation, I discussed 
with him the above recommendations and the proposed deletions from 
four documents that might be shown to Carl Stern. The Director 
approved recommendations J and 2 above, but instructed further that if 
Carl Stern requests disclosure of the information deleted that we should 
tell him it would be possible to furnish him the deleted information if 
he could accept it "off the record" and agree that it would not be 
subject to publication. However, if Mr. Stern requests the deleted information 
but will not agree to an off the record discussion, then the matter of / 
disclosing the deleted material should be represented to the Director < 
for his approval prior to disclosure of the deleted material to Mr. Stern. «a. 

Attached for information of the External Affairs Division 
are full text copies of the original documents indicating the material 
which was deleted from the documents attached which were prepared 
for disclosure to Carl Stern.

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By letter to the Director dated 3-19-74 Mr. Stern requested 
information concerning the FBT s Rabble-Rou ser Index. We responded 
to that letter 3-27-74 indicating that Mr. Stern would receive an additional 
response in the near future. It was recommended by Mr. Mintz on 3-27-74 
and approved by the Director that Mr. Mintz and I speak with Stern personally 
and attempt to answer his questions and thereby avoid another law suit 
against the FBI. ^ 

On 4-12-74 Mr. Stern came to my office and Mr. Mintz and I 
discussed the Rabble-Rouser Index with him. In particular, the memorandum 
dated 3-22-74 which was prepared for the assistance of Assistant Attorney 
General Henry Peterson entitled, ’’Rabble-Rouser Index, ” was thoroughly 
discussed with Mr. Stern. Mr. Stern asked if it was permissible for him 
to take notes to which I acquiesced. In addition to the material as ^^ntained 
in that memorandum, Mr. Stern also inquired as to how many people were 
listed on the Index. He was advised that the list was not extensive and It its 
outset was mainly concerned with leadership individuals who werV-attWmpting 
to arouse people to violent actions by their emotions and prejudices./ 1 , of 
course, advised him that there could not be an exact count made because the 
Index had been completely destroyed as of 4-27-71. He recognized this fact 
but wondered if it was 5, 000, 10, 000 or whether I could give him a round 
figure. . I told him both of those figures would undoubtedly be too high inasmuch 
as my definition of "not extensive" would certainly be somewhat ^eg^t^^,

Memorandum to Mr. Jenkins

Mr. Mintz pointed out to Mr. Stern that our greatest concern 
here is the principle of security of FBI files. The discussion of the Rabble- 
Rouser Index was intended to explain to him the nature of the program and the 
fact that it has been discontinued. Mr. Stern said that in television reporting 
it is very useful to be able to hold up a document to demonstrate the fact that 
he was able to obtain original source material for a story. It was asked of 
Mr. Stern whether he considered the impact such a presentation would have 
on the American public who up to now has been given assurance that informa- 
tion communicated to the FBI would be held in confidence. Stern said he recog- 
nized the problem that such a presentation would create but that the presenta- 
tion of news stories is guided by other factors, including whether other stories 
are available. He said, however, that he would consider our concern for main- 
taining the privacy of FBI files in making recommendations to his editors as 
to whether he should proceed to pursue this story. He said that there was a 
50-50 chance that he would not continue to pursue his inquiry concerning the 
'Rabble-Rouser Index based on the results of his discussion with us today, u 

At the conclusion of our discussion, which lasted approximately 

I I hour and 15 minutes, Stern said that he would recontact us and advise us 
whether his editors would require him to further pursue this story. (C

It was understood when I asked my question that I was NOT ^seeking £ 
access to any investigative file. I was NOT seeking the names off 
anyone listed in the Index or those who compiled the Indeic. Yet 
last Friday, I was informed that the subject matter was exem p t f$:om 
public discussion by the Bureau " as an investigative file ." K 

That is a position which stands both law and logic on its head. 

The right of us all to know what programs our government is 
operating is beyond challenge. Nor are responses to reasonable 
questions likely to jeopardize any legitimate interest of the 
Bureau; the existence of such a list is well-known to genuine 
subversives; the Bureau HAS acknowledged its existence. . What are 
being withheld are those details that could be used for a truly 
open, yet responsible, review of the policy and management of 


the Index. ^ 
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What I wish to know is when the Index operated, approximately 
how many persons are listed, and what criteria are used to 
place them on the Index, and, perhaps, subsequently, to 
remove them from the Index? I have no objection to having 
all names and descriptions of , investigative techniques removed 
from such documents. ^ 

I know of your sincere interest in making the FBI a more open, 
accountable organization. And I appreciate your many past 
kindnesses. Nonetheless ,. please consider this a formal 
Freedom of Information Act request which I will pursue 
vigorously.

RABBLE ROUSER INDEX 
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In the Spring and Summer of 1967, racial tensions which had been 
festering since the early 1960s reached a climax in the United States. Within 
a period of approximately six weeks, major riots which were racially 
motivated occurred in Tampa, Florida; Cincinnati, Ohio; Atlanta, Georgia; 
Newark, New Jersey; and Detroit, Michigan, u 

These events had a profound effect on the nation. On July 29, 1967, 
President Johnson issued Executive Order 11385 establishing the National 
Advisory Commission on Civil Disorders. Its mission was to study the riots, 
determine what had happened, why they had happened, and what could be done 
to prevent their occurrence in the future. The executive order specifically 
directed the FBI to provide Investigative information and assistance to the 
Commission. In his address to the nation announcing the establishment of the 
Commission, the President stated the Commission, would have access to all 
FBI data on the riots. He further instructed the FBI to continue to exercise 
its full authority to investigate the riots and to search for evidence of conspiracy, 

The question of conspiracy or organized activity in the riots was 
important. Was there any planning or organization in any of the riots were 
issues all concerned with the investigation of the riots sought to resolve. As 
a matter of fact, on September 14, 1967, then Attorney General Ramsey Clark 
reiterated the President's earlier order by specifically directing the FBI to 
investigate the conspiratorial aspects of the riots and among other tilings to be 
in a position to determine the whereabouts of per sons who might be involved in 
instigating riot activity in violation of Federal law. tx 

It had been the FBI's finding that there certainty existed in the nation 
militant individuals who encouraged violence, stirred up emotions and other- 
wise created the atmosphere within which disorders erupted. On August -I, 1937, 
FBI Director Hoover testified to these findings before the President's 
Commission, u 


During the testimony, former Mayor of New York City John V. Lindsay, 
Vice Chairman of the Commission, specifically asked the Director i i the FBI 
could total up and fully identify the number of individuals who were capable of. 
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instigating civil disorders. Lindsay stated with such information the 
Commission could realize what the hard core amounted to. Mr. Hoover 
responded the compilation of such information v/as possible, y 

In this climate, faced with the problem of how we could better fulfill 
our investigative responsibilities regarding these riots, serve the President’s 
Commission, and anticipating illegal riot- related activities fully within our 
jurisdiction, the Director ordered the Bureau to compile an index of individuals 
in a position to instigate civil disorders. The index became known as the 
Rabble Reuser Index and was formally established August 4, 1S67. ^ 

A rabble rouser within the meaning of the index was defined as a 
person who attempted to arouse people to violent action by appealing to their 
emotions or prejudices. One who advocated and endeavored to influence others 
to participate in violence. It was to include those who by their actions demon- 
strated a propensity to foment racial disorder. Special consideration was to 
be given to including individuals who traveled extensively. Originally, only 
individuals of national, prominence were included, f u 

The field offices recommended individuals for inclusion on the index. 
Ultimate approval for listing was at FBI Headquarters level, u. 


In the practical area of determining and defining an individual’s 
propensity for fomenting racial disorder, the emphasis was on action and real 
potential for stirring up violence. Hollow-voiced advocacy in and of itself v/as 
never considered sufficient. There had to be a past history of successful 
agitation, personal involvement in acts of violence, affiliation with an organi- 
zation with, a violence-bent philosophy and other such factors, u 



The index contained names, identifying data and background information 
on those considered rabble reusers. The master index was maintained at FBI 
• Headquarters and consisted of a card-type index bearing identifying data of ail

the overall civil disturbance picture. This new criteria thus included 
| individuals local in nature as well as those with a potential for fomenting civil 

disorders based on an espousing of subversive- type ideals, u. 

On March 21, 1968, the designation ’'Rabble Rouser Index” was dropped 
and the index became known as the Agitator Index. This change was made 
because as a result of the expansion of the index it was felt the term "Agitator 
Index” was a more accurate description, u. 

The Agitator Index continued in operation until April 27, 1971, when 
Headquarters advised the field offices to discontinue it. This was done because 
the tenor of the times had changed mailing the index unnecessary in our 

investigations, u

Comprehensive reports have been submitted concerning 
each AI subject and dissemination has been made to the Department 
and Secret Service. Quality informants have been developed 
who report on the activities of AI subjects. u 

AI is no longer the necessary administrative tool it 
once was and it appears it has served its purpose. We certainly 
will not suffer from its discontinuance as extremist subjects 
involved are adequately followed through SI and those individuals 
not warranting inclusion on SI are afforded investigative 
attention commensurate with nature of their activities as such 
comes to our attention. For these reasons and to streamline 
our operations, it is recommended the AI be discontinued. The

94 on an j 
annual basis. Domestic Intelligence and Training Divisions feel the time involved is as 
close as can be computed. By subtracting $20 for the cost for preparation of a new form, i 
a saving of $2, 587. 94 would be realized. An in centive award of $130 could be awarded and , 
it is felt Miss Lape should share in this award. The two suggesters would be entitled to 
an award of $65 each. This is in line with the present scale for such awards. L(

In the following , the Black Student Union, through its 
president, UW student E. J. Brisker, outlines its position 
with regard to its recent activities and insistence for a 
restructuring of university life where Negro students are 
concerned. It was delivered yesterday to the Faculty Senate 
and is published here in full. 

We, the representatives of the BLACK STUDENT 
UNION, wish to thank, the Faculty Senate for their invi- 
tation. We’ve approached this presentation with a strong 
sense of the need for change in the present university’s 
educational structure. 

Specifically, we would like the support of the Faculty 
Senate in three key areas. One, in the area of recruit- 
ment of non-white students. Two, the . development of pro- 
grams, i.e. remedial and tutorial, that will aid newly re- 
cruited. students in making the difficult transition to uni- 
versity life. Three, the development of a Black Studies 
Curriculum which will enable both non-white and white 
students to learn about the culture and life style of such 
groups as Afro-American, Mexi-American, and Indian- 
American peoples. r 


I THE SETTING UP of a Black Studies Curriculum 
.wrjuld offer the University an exiciting educational chal- 
lenge, a challenge to set up a course of studies treat 
would attract scholars and philosophers from all over 
the world. 

The precedent for a course of studies that focuses on 
diverse cultures has already been made. Two examples 
rush quickly to mind. One, the University of Washington 
presently has Scandinavian studies; two, the University 
also has Far Eastern studies. 

Amid all the recent “sound and fury” the Black Stu- 
dent Union feels that certain aspects of our demands 
have been interpreted incorrectly. In a certain sense, the 
Black Student Unions’ linguistic approach was at fault 
Several examples come to mind. 

One, we use the word “demand” when it was proba- 
bly better to use the word “suggest”. The use of the 
word demand gave a distorted image of the Black Stu- 
dent Union as a group of fanatic, rabble rousing people. 
Actually, our group was attempting to offer concrete, 
positive solutions to the problems that threaten to perpe- 
tuate the cancer of racism. 

A SECOND example was our use of the words “di- 
rect and control”. Many sincere white and non-white 
people interpret the words to mean that we were trying: 
to take power away from Dr. Odegaard,- to destroy the 
prestige of a great University, and to tell a brilliant and 
di|tinguished faculty what to teach and how to teach i|. 
Wife want to make it crystal clear that while we want tp . 
participate vigorously in all aspects of the program, wp 
asfe not asking for control. M any pe ople have misundef- ■

One, we recognize that University should and must di- 
rect the activities of the University of Washington. Two, 
we recognize that Dr. Odegaard has made some at- 
tempts to work for a more humane University communi- 
ty. Three, we recognize that concerned students, faculty, 
and administration must come together to find ways to 
cure racism. 

WITH THESE LAST three points in mind, we would 
like the support of the Faculty Senate in the following 
demands. One, we ask Faculty Senate support in expand- 
ing University efforts to attract and recruit non-white 
students. In this regard, we would like to set up suppor- 
tive services in the following areas — orientation, reme- 
dial work and tutorial programs. 

Two, we ask Faculty Senate support in developing a 
Black Studies Program that gives both white and non- 
white students the exciting opportunity to study the rich 
variety of non-white culture. Non-white students need 
such courses so that they can know more about their 
past heiritage, so that they can develop the cultural base 
that is a necessary foundation for interaction with peo- 
ple of other cultures. 

White students need such courses so that they will be 
prepared to interact in positive ways with an eighty per 
cent non-white world. : 

KEEPING THE TWO points above in perspective, 
and realizing that we need the resources and energy of 
students, faculty and administrators; the BSU asks: 1) 
that the Faculty Senate pass a resolution supporting our 
demands and 2) that the idea of a black Studies curricu- 
lum be placed on the agenda of the long range planning 
committee of each department of the various schools 
and colleges of the' University. 

Finally, we must tell the Senate about another 
human problem. The Black Student Union does not have 
many members. We are full time students and we are 
trying to help this University change and become a 
greater University. We find that this has taken an 
enormous amout of our time. We have been required to 
attend many faculty and administrative meetings, too 
many committee meetings, for the good of our studies. 

SOME MEMBERS of the Black Student Union want 
to go to graduate school, but if they make C’s they can- 
not get in. Thus, we ask you to understand our situation; 
to give us a chance to study while you shoulder some of 
the burdens of making the necessary changes. 

We are worried about our academic futures, but we 
are sacrificing them in order to help this University 
grow greater. Our academic problems this term are 
acute. We ask you to understand. 

We are pleased and honored by your invitation and 
we hope that our presentation will be the start of posi- 
tive communication and interaction between tl^s BSU

A confidential source in a position to furnish 
„ reliable information advised on April 17, 1968, that Matthew 
Dublin is one of the loaders of a militant group in Jersey 
City called Action Community Team (ACT) , who tries to "make 
a buck", talks Muslim, and acts like a hustler. The people 
in the community within four blocks of the ACT headquarters 
feel warmly toward Dublin yet treat him as they would any 
other hustler . m 

The "Newark Evening News" issue of May 14, 1968, 
describes Dublin as a persistent critic of Jersey City govern- 
ment. It notes that he was a star performer at a Model 
Cities Council meeting a few weeks before. His objections 
from the audience forced a resolution to give the neighborhood 
veto power over any plans. He frequently visits City Hall 
in Jersey City to tell Mayor Whelan and other city officials 
there v/as not enough jobs for the grass roots people. Last 
fall, his cause was the refunding of Can-Do, Jersey City 
antipoverty agency. The article notes that the black establish 
mont in Jersey City, the fev; Negro city officials and top 
Can-Do officials seem to be v/ary of the outspoken Dublin. Many 
white politicians avoid him altogether. The article notes 
that given a position near a microphone "his strong dramatic 
voice may receive even more recognition.
